Florence, June 23. The Grand Duke continues 
in tolerable good Health, and goes out often to take 
the Air: It is reported, this Prince has lately ex- 
preſſed himfelf after the following Manner, - - - - 
That as long as he lives, he fhall fiod Means to 
© fecure his Dominions from the Calamities of Wars 
* that he flatters himſelf, that having thus long 
* preferved his Subject in Peace, and being now 
„at the brink of the Grave, the Potentates who 
* feem to be on the Poiot of 2 with one 
another will let him die amidſt the Tranquillity 
„be bas always Joved, and for which he has (acr:- 
« ficed many Advantages 5 that his Sor, the Grand 
* Prince, will find the Finances io rey y god 
* Condition, to maintain him and to d bis 
People; but that hie Miniftry cannot do him 
greater Service than to incline him all they can 
to Peace, and above all things not to engages at 
the prefent Joncture, in any Party.” --- Ie is 
affuted, that the Emperour abſolutely reſuſes to 
let the Succeffion to the Grand Duke take Place 
in the Female Line of the Houle of Medicis, and 
that he sot only will ſuppoct bi Rights and Pre- 
teuſions to the Fiefs that are incleded in the Do- 
minions of bis —_ Highoefs, but likewife to 
the Republick of Florence. It is remour’d that 
the Imperial Court has accommodated all its Diffe- 
‘eeoces with the Court of Turin, and yields to 
bis Sardinian Majefty feveral Places in the Mila- 
nere. The M-tchantsof this Country are forbidden 
under Covere Penalties to let out their Ships to hire

to foreign Potentates, or to fell them any Naval 
Commodities, Advices from Rome fay, the Pope 


is very bufiy in order to make himfelf neceflary, at
